suffer; except the lawyers and officials, 
or perhaps the rascals in jail; and the lat­ 
ter are quite well provided for and are 
not generally anxious for a session of 
court. 
And, furthermore, one great item 
of the heavy county taxes that we all 
help to pay is made up of court expenses. 
Still we read in numerous newspapers ex­ 
tended editorials calling attention to a 
terribly distressed (imaginary) state of af­ 
fairs in this section of our State, all on 
account of there being alack of judges to 
hold our courts! 
If the editors will but 
stop and think the matter over a moment 
they will find that this is all nonsense. 
We could give any amount of illustra­ 
tions going to show that a large majority 
of the law suits in our courts originate in 
spite and foolish revenge. 
But the peo­ 
ple will soon have relief! They can now 
commence to prepare to pay court costs 
and attorney fees and again enjoy life. 
Judge Baily will be home from Eurore 
on the first of next month and then our 
courts will go on as usual. 


—When President Cleveland 
makes 
that western visit and sees for himself 
just how much of a country we have out 
here he may feel more liberal and will

Co l man, with the view o f secu ring the re­ 
mo val o f Mr. Do dge fro m his o ffice. This 
co mmittee called o n the co mmissio ner Mo n­ 
day and co mplained that the to bacco area 
was o ver stated largely in the Ju ly repo rt,, and 
u rged that Mr. Dodge be remov ed. 
Commissioner Colman said to the commit­ 
tee that if they could produce any ev idence 
of fraud or collusion, or ev en show* that from 
prejudice or any other motiv e, estimates had 
been willfully falsified, he would instantly 
remov e Mr. Dodge, but he was satisfied 
nothing of the kind could be shown. He had 
implicit confidence in the integrity of Mr. 
Dodge. Ev en if he had made a mistake—an 
honest mistake—that would be no good cause 
for remov ing him. 
He had the utmost con­ 
fidence in the integrity of the statistician, 
but if any thing impeaching that integrity 
could be produced Mr. Dodge would be re­ 
mov ed, and if the committee had a suitable 
man they might present him. 
Mr. Willis said the committee had nobody 
to recommend. They wanted the erroneous 
estimates corrected.

was asked . 
“Well, in the first place, it had n o right to 
d eman d private correspon d en ce between my­ 
self an d my agen t.” 
“Do you object to lettin g the public see that 
correspon d en ce f” 
“I d o, on the prin ciple that a man ’s private 
letters are private property. 
There is n ot a 
word in those Colton letters, however, which 
I should be ashamed of havin g proclaimed 
from the housetops. 
They aro purely busi­ 
n ess letters, with n o suggestion of corrup­ 
tion or shad y method s in them, an d n o on e 
can hon estiy in terpret a sin gle sen ten ce of 
their con ten ts to my d iscred it or to the d is­ 
cred it cf an y on e con n ected with the Pacific 
road . ” 
“Will you explain what you mean t by 
writin g to Colton to use certain amoun ts in 
explain in g Pacific road matters to members 
of con gress ?”
